Because of the high prices obtained 
in 1923 farmers in the north Texas 
and Oklahoma panhandle counties 
contemplate planting a part of their 
land to cotton as a test crop. 
Grain Movement Heavy. 
During February the marketing 
of grain recorded for the four mar­ 
kets of the tenth district, Kansas 
Ci^v, Omaha, St. Joseph and Wichi­ 
ta, were the largest since 1919. The 
movement of wheat was 2,126,850 
bushels to the principal barkets, 
27.9 percent heavier than in Jan­ 
uary, and 3.8 percent heavier than 
in February. 1923. 
Corn "with a movement of 1,571,- 
300 bushels increased 18 percent 
over January, this year, and 78.8 
percent over February, 1923. Ar­ 
rivals of oats, barley and kafir in 
February were much heavier and 
rye much less than in preceding 
months and in the corresponding 
month in 1923.

show 21,603,000 bushels less wheat 
stocks on farms March I than on 
the same date last 
year.

spring activities approaching.

2,217 building permits were issued 
during February, 64.4 percent more 
than in January this year and 7.1 
percent more than February, 1923.
